Chicago, April 22.—Louis E. Uirsen 


of Milwaukee, formerly president of 
the L. B. l.arsen company, Chicago, 
manufacturer of stencils, is in the cus- 
tody, of police today on charges of hav- 
ing defrauded 
insurance companies 
thousands of dollars by arson. 
The charges 
grew ' out 
of a 
fire 
which destroyed the Larsen company';; 
plant here three years ago. 
Since 
that time Larsen has made his home 
in Milwaukee, where 
he organized 
the Milwaukee Steele Type and Die 
Company. The plant of this company 
according to the state fire marshal's 
office, was destroyed by fire in May of 
last year, and Larsen tried to col'lect 
$23,000 insurance on the plant. An in- 
vestigation 
by the 
Wisconsin 
fire 
marshal's office lead to the confession 
on the part of an employe, who accord- 
ing to Wisconsin officials, said he was 
paid by Larsen to cause the fires. 
Efforts were made to get Larsen to 
come to Chicago for prosecution, but 
these failed and Tuesday a warrant 
for. his arrest was sworn out and lie 
was arrested in Milwaukee. He ob- 
tained his release on. bond while fight- 
ing extradition 
and came here last 
night. Word was telegraphed ahead 
that he was coming, and his arrest at 
a downtown cafe followed. Larsen's 
attorney said there 'is ho foundation 
for the charge against his client. 
The fire which destroyed the Chica- 
go plant was the fourth of suspicious 
origin in the factory. According to 
alleged confession of the employe, the 
fires were caused by spontaneous com- 
bustion brought about by wrapping 
Manilla stencils, in tight bundles, and 
placing them under wooden stencils 
in various pari.s of the factory. 
The 
loss on the building amounted to 
$15,000.

Vaux, was followed last night by an 
attempt on the part, of German troops 
to advance.

heavy losses on the Germans. 
The statement also says a German

Fighting In Macedonia. 
Paris, April 22.—The artillery duel 
along the Macedonian front continued 
yesterday, the Havas correspondent at 
Saloniki telegraphs. There was no ac- 
tivity on the part of infantry except 
for the usual clashes between patrols. 
The aviation corps is very active. The 
French aeroplane which flew over 
Sofiia returned unscathed from its four 
hundred mile trip. 
It dropped four 
large bombs on a Zeppelin shed at 
Sofia. 
Two French aeroplane squad- 
rons bombarded the German camp at 
Petritch yesterday and another squad- 
ron dropped bombs on German troops 
concentrating near Dorian. 
German 
fliers attacked Grassouli, but did no 
damage. 


Overtures to Spain? 
Berlin. April 22.—"According to re- 
ports from Geneva," said the Overseas 
News agency, "Great Britain has of- 
fered to Spain possession of Tangier 
if Spain will seize the- German ships 
in Spanish ports and will consent to 
closing the Straits of Gibraltar to all 
neutral ships except those flying tbe 
Spanish flag."

Industrial Commission Announces Pro- 


pcsed Regulations—Calls Con- 


ference of Pea Canners. 
ISl'lX'IAL TO THE GAZETTE) 


Madison, Wis., April 22.—As a pre- 


liminary step to the adoption of orders 
regulating working hours of women 
employes o£ pea canning factories, the 
Wisconsin industrial, commission has 
called a 
meeting for May 9 at Mil- 
waukee. After a full discussion of the 
tentative regulations, the commission 
will proceed to the formal adoption. c£ 
orders which will have the full force 
of Jaw. ca-rrying heavy penalties for 
•violation. This is the fourth season Jn 
which the commission has laid down 
special rules for the pea canning In- 
dustry, which by reason of climatic 
conditions beyond human control, must 
be treated according to its 
peculiar 
necessities. 


The proposed orders for the 1916 
season are as follows:

Beetles (largely weevils, a 


most harmful group) amount to 1U 
per cent. Grasshoppers are eaten In 
every month and amount to about 5 
per cent. 
Caterpillars (among them 


the Injurious army worm) are eaten 
at all seasons and aggregate 6 per 
cent. Ants, wasps, bugs, files, dragon- 
flies, and spiders also are eaten. The 
vegetable food consists of seeds, in- 
cluding grain, of which oats Is the 
favorite, and some small fruits. When 
In large flocks this bird it capable of 
doing great harm to grain.

consequence it is believed 
that 
as- 
sessors have not been given accurate 
information in the past. 


The importance of giving accurate 
information is especially urged upon 
farmers and breeders. Unless the In- 
formation they give the assessors is 
accurate, there can be no correct fig- 
ures showing acreage of crops and the 
number of live .stock. 


In giving acreage of crops farmers 
should not only Include acreage plant- 
ed or sown 
when 
assessments are 
taken, but they 
should also include 
that which will be planted or sown 
this year. 
The Statistical division of the De- 


partment 
of Agriculture is making 
every effort to present accurate sta- 
tistics, but it is powerless to do this 
unless there in full co-operation 
on 
the part of farmers and assessors. 
Full co-operation means accurate in- 
formation showing the importance of 


the vast farming and'live stock 
terests of AVisconsin.
